Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Report  for  the  year  1919. 
The  area  of  tire  District  is  30,292  acres. 

The  estimated  civil  population  is  5,209. 

BIRTH-RATE. 

The  births  registered  are  91,  40  males  and  45  females;  1 male 
and  3 females  are  illegatimate.  The  birth-rate  is  17-4  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  In  1918  it  was  14-7. 


DEATH-RATE. 

The  deaths  registered  are  85,  48  males  and  37  females.  The 
death-rate  is  10-3  per  1,000  of  the  population;  in  1918  it  was  20-9. 
Deducting  the  deaths  in  the  City  Asylum  and  the  population  there- 
from amd  noo-residents,  and  adding  the  deaths  of  residents  who  have 
died  outside  the  District,  we  get  a total  of  63  and  a rate  of  ll-O.  In 
1918  the  rate  was  15-8. 

The  infantile  mortality  per  1,000  births  registered  is  55;  in  1918 
it  was  65. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  T9;  entirely  due  to  the  deaths  from 
Influenza.  In  1918  it  was  2-6,

SCAREET  FEVER. — 5 cases,  in  1918  we  also  had  5.  The 
first  case  was  notified  on  Januaiy  1st  in  a house  at  Fulford,  a girl 
10  years  of  age.  She  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  On 
February  8th,  a boy,  4 years  of  age,  was  notified  from  a farm 
house  at  Elvington.  He  w'as  isolated  at  home.  I was  unahle 
to  trace  any  history  as  to  the  origin  in  either  case.  The 
third  case  was  reported  at  Ileslington  on  April  11th,  a boy, 
7 years  of  age.  He  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital. 
No  history  was  traceable.  The  fourth  case  occurred  at  Thorganby 
in  October,  a girl,  5 years  of  age.  Shei  was  isolated  at  honie.  The 
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case  was  imported.  TJie  fifth  case  was  notified  on  Ncvember  11th 
froin  Nahurn,  a girl,  7 years  of  age.  She  was  at  once  removed  to 
the  Fever  Hospital.  No  history  as  to  the  canse  was  obtainable.

DIPHTHERLT. — 6 cases  as  against  8 in  1918. — On  May  loth 
a young  woman,  18  years  ol  age,  was  notihed  from  Moreby  and  was 
removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  On  June  11th,  a boy,  0 years  of 
age,  who  had  come  on  a visit  two  days  before  from  Leicestershire, 
was  notified  from  Escrick,  and  was  at  once  removed  to  the  Fever 
Hospital.  This  was  clearly  an  imported  case.  On  September  dth, 
a boy,  6 years  of  age,  was  reported  from  Prospect  Terrace,  Fulford, 
He  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  I was  unablei  tO'  trace  any 
definite  history,  apart  from  the  fact  that  he  had  lieen  playing  near  a 
boys’  camp  on  Fulford  Golf  Links,  where  a case  of  Diphtheria  had 
occurred  a short  time  previously.  On  September  18th  a won  an, 
58  years  of  age,  was  notified  from  Elvington.  Tlie  patient  was 
isolated  at  home.  The  fifth  case  was  reported  on  December  24th 
in  Prospect  Terrace,  Fulford,  a girl,  5 years  of  age,  who  was  at 
once  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital.  The  history  as  to  the  origin 
in  either  case  was  indefinite.  On  August  9th  a York  boy  was 
removed  from  a camp  on  Fulford  Golf  Links  to  the  Fever  Hospital 
suffering  from  Diphtheria. 


ERYSIPELAS.’ — 2 cases. — The  first  occurred  in  Ylarch  at  the 
City  Asylum  Cottages,  a woman,  49  years  of  age,  and  tliei  second 
was  reported  from  Prospect  Terrace,  Fulford,  a woman  55  years  of 
age. 

INFLUENZAL  PNEUMONIA. — 8 cases. — These  were  notified 
on  March  5th  at  Wheldrake,  a woman,  27  years  of  age  and  her  two 
children,  aged  4 and  7 years. 


MEASLES  AND  GERMAN  MEASLES.  — 10  cases,  there  were 
18  in  1918. — Nine  occurred  at  Dunnington,  and  one  at  Nahurn.  Six 
were  children  between  5 and  12,  and  four  were  between  16  and  45 
years  of  age.  The  disease,  was  of  a mild  type. 
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Tl’ BERCr  LOSIS. — :i  cases. — On  June  IJtli  I visited  a house 
al  iXaburn  where  a fatal  case  of  Uitliisis  occuri'ed  in  May  which  had 
not  been  notified.  The  deceased  was  a man,  d7  yeai's  of  a^'e,  who 
was  in  tlie  Army  for  some  time,  and  was  sent  to  tlie  Withernsea 
Sanatorium  on  October  17th,  1918,  and  remainec]  there  u])  to  aliout 
a fortnight  before  his  death.  On  June  19th  a case  was  notified  from 
a farm  house  at  Thorgaidiy,  a married  woman  83  years  of  age.  Her 
mother  died  of  Phthisis  about  three  years  ago,  she  lived  witli  lier 
prior  to  her  marriage.  The  patient  was  under  medical  care  and  later 
was  removed  to  Withernsea.  Sanatorium.  Phe  hoiise  wa.s  slightly 
damp,  and  some  sanitary  defects  found  were  ordered  to-  have  attention. 
On  December  6th  a married,  woman,  88  years  of  age,  was  reported 
from  Elvington,  suffering  from  Phthisis.  She  is  under  proper 
medical  care- 


REARING  OF  INFANTS. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  again  satisfactory,  heiing  do  })er 
1,000  births  registered  against  65  in  1918.  The  Ministry  of  Health 
are  urging  that  all  practical  measures  sliould  be  taken  througliout  the 
country  to  lower  the  mortality  amongst  infants.  Your  District  is 
well  supplied  with  good  wholesome  milk,  which  is  so  essential  to'  child 
life,  and  the  Nurses,  under  the  supeiwision  of  the  East  Riding  County 
Council,  continue  to  do  good  work  by  giving  lielp  and  adwce  where 
necessary. 


HOUSING  AND  TOWN  REANNINC  ACT. 

The  Council,  I am  pleased  to  say,  are  fully  alive  to  the 
requirements  of  the  District,  plans  have  been  discussed  for  the 
erection  of  about  40  houses,  which  1 estimate  will  meet  the  present 
shortage.  The  chief  cause  of  the  delay  is  the  difficulty  in  getting  * 
materials  and  labour. 

Improvements  have  been  carnied  out  to  a number  of  defective 
ashpits,  privies,  etc.,  but  much  still  remains  to  be  done  in  the  way 
of  structural  repairs,  sanitary  defects,  and  lighting  and  ventilation  in 
the  older  cottage  property.

The  water  'SU})piy  of  tlie  District  is  cliieily  obtained  from  shallow 
surface  wells  which  are  liable  to  pollution.  The  village  of  Fulfoi'd 
is  supplied  from  the  YTrk  City  Ylain. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Public  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  villages  of  Wheldrake, 
Elvington,  Dunnington,  Fufford,  and  Heslington,  and  has  been 
adopted  but  not  carried  out  in  the  rest  of  the  District.  Ihe  closets 
in  general  use  are  the  privies  and  the  pan  closet,  and  a number  of 
water  closets  have  been  put  in  where  the  Y"ork  water  is  laid  on. 
Defects  in  drainage  or  sewage  dis];)0'Sal  are  dealt  with  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances.

When  necessary,  schools  are  closed  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infectious  diseases.
